generally relating to the commemoration of crime victims and the advocates
who serve those victims.

SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

Article — State Government
13-410.
THE GOVERNOR ANNUALLY SHALL:
(1) PROCLAIM APRIL 3 AS CRIME VICTIM AND ADVOCATE
COMMEMORATIVE DAY TO HONOR THE INDIVIDUALS IN THE STATE WHO HAVE

BECOME CRIME VICTIMS AND THE ADVOCATES WHO SERVE THOSE VICTIMS; AND

(2) TAKE APPROPRIATE STEPS TO PUBLICIZE CRIME VICTIM AND
ADVOCATE COMMEMORATIVE DAY.
